SEALS AND SEALERS. 

Castaway Hunters Meet With Trying Expe- 
riences-Catches Secured by Vic- 
toria Schooners. 

An important chapter of events among 
the Victoria sealers now cruising on the 
Japanese coast ia recorded in the Jap- 
anese papers received yesterday by the 
p]mpreB8 of India. The schooner Agnea 
Macdonald, Capt. Cutler, says the Ad- 
vertiser, arrived at Hakooaie on May 3 
to look for the boat lost f.-om tlie 
schooner on the 19th of April, wJiich ar- 
rivetl in Yokohama on the 25th. There 
were in the boat Mate Bragg, B. Axhorii 
and J. McLangnan, buntcru, who had 
been out three days and two nights with 
little or no food or water. When about 
100 njileHX)ir shore the boat capsized, 
but was righted. They attempted to 
land at a small place between Kinkaaan 
and Inubove, bat the sea was hieh and 
they. would have been drowned were it 
not for the native fishermen. They 
received every courtesy at the 
hands of the Japanese authorities. 
BragK reported that all the boats bad 
been lost from the vessel, Init Captain 
Culler fortunately found the others. 
Two boats from the schooner IJmbrina 
were piektul up iit 2 a.m. and 8 a.m. on 
the 20th, but returned to their vessel the 
aauie day. The posiUon where tbe boats 
were lost is the same at that where the 
Retriever lost her • boats , two yearp ago, 



and it is a well known fact that there

hour. The -'Macdonald drifted sixty 
miles to the S.W. in twenty-fonr hours. 
Slie had at the time 291 skins, and gave

LoNnoN, ^Uly 20. — At a meeting of the 
anti-Parnellite members of the House of 
Commons to-day, Mr. Jolui Dillon pre- 
sidiog, it was resolved to make an ear- 
nest effort to bring about a reconcilia- 
tion with the Pamellites and to re- 
construct a united Home Rule 
party. The resolution adopted says; 
"We cordially invite Mr. John 
Kedmond and bis friends to co-operate 
with us in the corninon, earnest en- 
deavor to make the coming convention 
the effective means of satisfying tbe 
yearnings of the Irish race for a tho- 
rough reunion, and we ask them to join 
us in making such arrangements as will 
secure tiiem full representation in the 
convention." 

The ollicial celebration of the Queen's 
birthday, which occurs Sunday, took 
place to-day throng hoiit the country. 
On tbe parade ground of the Horse 
Guards there was the nsual attractive 
ceremony of trooping the colors, which 
W'as witnessed by a liirye crowd of dis- 
tinguislied people. The E'tike of Cam- 
bridge, the late commander-in-chief and 
a prince of the blood royal, claimed pre- 
cedence over Lord Wolseley in the func- 
tion of trooping the colors, but met with 
a )jositive refusal, and a deadlock was 
avoided only by tlie Prince of Wales 
stepping in and asserting his right as 
heir-apparent to outrank both. Much 
of the attractiveness of the occasion was 
marred by some lively rain showers. 
Tiiere were the usual Queen's birthday 
observances at all garripon towns and 
naval stations. 

Tlie colonial secretary, Mr. Joseph 
Chainberhiin, had iiot leceived tiny news 
this morning of the final decision of the 
exc(tutive council of the South African 
Re|inblic regarding the comnintation of 
the sentences on llie .Tohaniiesbtirg re- 
form !)riBoners, but a private diBi)att^h 
from Pretoria to-day states that no deci- 
sion has yet been " arrived at.

An illustration of the unfriendly rela- 
tions still existing between Japan and 
Korea is shown in the following extract 
from an exchange brought by the just 
arrived Empress of India: "It having 
been reported that insurgents were as- 
sembling at Kim-hai-fu, a detachment 
of Japanese troops stationed not far dis- 
tant from that place proceeded an April 
21 to ascertain if there was any trutii in 
the report. At sight of the Japanese 
the rebel^, about eighty strong, opened 
fire and it seemed as if the little party of 
Japanese., nine in number, were doom- 
ed. Fortunately one of the soldiers es- 
caped and informed Capt. Taiiako's de- 
tachment at Ivilio, on which ;i0 soldiers 
were sent to relievo their comrades. On 
tlie arrival of the reinforcements the 
rebels disnersed, leaving 30 deail behind 
them. It is still dangerous for Japanese 
to itpju-oach the coast of Kang-wei-do, 
and 115 fishing boats have assembled at 
Fnsan. The rebels at various places in 
Chung -Chong-do have now dispersed and 
peace has been restored. 

Very much like the Spanisli reports of 
each successive battle fought in Cuba, 
are these essentially Japanese acconnts 
of tbe heroic deeds of the Mikado's 
soldiers against fearfal odds. 

The Japan Adveriaser, of April 22, 
says that news was received the other 
day by the foreign office in Tokyo of the 
result of an expedition despatched by 
the German government at the request 
of Japan, to punish certain natives on 
the island of Capin, Now Irelaud, who 
about a year ago murdered a Japanese. 
Kedress was demanded by the Tokyo 
authorities, and tbe German govertiment 
sent a war vessel to the spot which ar- 
rived there on October 20, and drove the 
natives into the neighboring marshes, 
burning their bouses. An attack was 
made on Uranepa on the 20th with the 
same result. This time four of the 
natives were killed and various losses 
inflicted on them. The Ja,nanese,- gov- 
ernment is reported to be satisfied with 
the action of the German government. 

Aninstaneeof the practice of canni- 
balism is reported to nave occurred at 
Koshirin, a village in Formosa, recently. 
On the morning of March 27 a band of 
a hundred savages attacked the village 
but were driven off. Three of the attack- 
ing party were shot down, their beads 
ctit oil and erected upon bamboo poles, 
round which the villagers began to 
dance. They soon dismembered the 
corpses and boiled and ate the flesh. 
On inquiries being made it was found 
that the natives wanted revenge for the 
death of their relatives and friends who 
had been murdered by savages. 

While near Labuan last month the 
British cruiser Undaunted grazed a pin- 
nacle rock, hitherto undiscovered, at a 
point where the lead gave eight fathoms 
on each side of the ship. The material 
appears to have been coral and the top 
of the pinnacle has been crushed off, 
doing little dan^age to the Undaunted's 
bottom stive opening out a seam between 
her plates and letting into one of the 
double bottom compartments some 12 
tons of water. 

The ,Inpan Advertiser says: "The 
coiiuniEsion recently ajipointetl to visit 
J^ngland, Germany and France to place 
contracts for the new men-of-war will 
leave on May 5, and the commissioners 
who visit America on the same business 
will set out about May 15." The same 
paper announces that the war office of 
Japan proposes to change the headgear 
of the officers and privates in the Korean 
army, substituting a hat of felt similar 
to the former Kuiso's hat but with a 
narrow brim and a crown large enough 
to come down over the head like a for- 
eign hat. Infantry, artillery and cavalry 
will bo distinguished by difi'erent color- 
ed hatbands. Officers will liave gold 
lace on tbe colored bantl distinguishing .i 
their rank. On the front of tlie band' 
will bo the emblem of tlie Yi Wha or 
plum blossom with a wreath below of 
Rhododendron leaves. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

High Water and Floods— Only a Two-Tbirdii 
Crop Probable This 'ifear— Lake 
^ Winnipeg Open. 

WiKNii'KG, May 20.— (Special)— The 
long continued spell of wet weather has 
greatly increa,sed tbe amount of water 
flowing into the tributaries of 
the Red river. The Pembina river 
is much higher than for many years 
past, and it is feared the water flowing 
to the north from the United States, 
down the v.tUey of the Souris and also 
overflowing into the valley of the Pem- 
bina, will yet make considerable trouble 
along the Red river and possibly in 
Winniiieg. The river at Winnipeg has 
risen over a foot in the past twenty-four 
hours and is now slightly higher than at 
any time this year. 

Crop reports from along the line of 
tiie iManitoba & Northwestern state that 
only a two-thirds crop will be grown this 
yetir owing to the continued wet weather 
and the consequent flooding of the low- 
lands. 

Navigation is now open on Lake Win- 
nipeg. 

Vice-President Shaughnesay, Lieut.- 
Governor Kirkpatrick and partv left for 
the East to,-day. His Honor Governor 
Patterson o'f Manitoba also departed for 
Toronto on the same triain. .

WESTMINSTER. 
Wi;sr.\nN-sri;K, May 20. — At the final 
session of the Methodist conference, 
provision was made for new missions iu 
the province. In the report of the Col- 
umbian Metliodi-st college it was stated 
that property worth $L'S,000 had been 
acquired, while the total indehtedneaa 
Avaa .$10,000, A. It. Sharp is to be or- 
dained at Westminster. 

It was announced that a home for 'In- 
dian children will be established. Rev. 
E. 11. 3Iaillan;l will attend the general 
board of missions. Two new districts 
have been formed by the division of 
Westminster and Kamloops, to be 
known as Vancouver and Kootenay. 
Rev. J. F. Betta will be chairman of the 
Tiptoria district. The Fort Simpson 
diiitrict affairs will be settled by a special 
committee, owing to the non-arrival oi 
the delegiites. 

At the Liberal ineeting in Woetmin- 
Bler last ni<rlit J. B. Kennedy, jM.l'.l*., 
acted as chairman. Tlio attendance was 
Lng'dy made up of Conservatives. The 
i^ihsral candidate, 3Ir. Aulay Morrison, 
was the first speaker. Mr. llutcheraon, 
th'j Conservative candidate, who was to 
have spoken, had not sufliciently recov- 
ered from his recent indisposition to al- 
tc'id.

Not only has 
much monev been recently invested in 
the south belt, but what little work has 
been done this spring has resulted most 
encouragingly. On half a dozen or 
more claims strikes of greater or less im- 
[lortance have recently been made until 
now the outlook for that section is 
acknowledged on all hands to be verv 
bright. 

Tlie W. A. Ritchie syndicate yester- 
day purchased two-thirds of the Mabel 
from 11. Stevenson for $S,O0O cash. Mr. 
Stevenson retains one-third for which ho 
will take stock in the conipanj' to be in- 
corporated liy Mr. Kitchie, The iMabel 
covers about 20 ticres of ground and is 
traversed from east to west liy the main 
vein of the Ked JMountain, which is 
openetl at two or three points. 

One of the biggest sales ever negotiat- 
ed in the camp was closed up by Volney 
D. Williamson on Saturday evening. He 
had secured a bond on the City of Spok- 
ane some three weeks ago from Ed. 
Hiiney and he has now turned it over to 
the Lillooet, Fraser River and Cariboo 
Gold Fields Co., fjtd., wliicli is likely to 
take hold of the North Star property. 
The bond on the City of .Spokane is to 
run nine months and is for .$(35,000. A 
10 per cent, payment was made in cash 
and the balance is to be made in three 
equal iiaymentB in three, six and nine 
months. The purchasers have the op- 
tion of paying $41,000 in three months 
and taking up the bill of sale for the 
mine. 

A. A. Drury is in town from (trouse 
mountain, where he haa been working 
lor the Helen Gold Mining Company. 
He states th.at the Helen is the only 
company working at present, but the 
Knight Templar Company expects to 
start up work shortly on its claims. Of 
the Helen Mr. Drury said; "The com- 
pany owns two clainiB besides the Helen, 
the Orizaba and Pineni-'c, situated about 
2,000 feet north of the International 
boundary lino and tiliont .'T^ miles from 
the Northport wa^on road iu an air line. 
The work done on the Helen ctjiisists of 
a 30-foot shaft and a 7.5-foot tunnel, both 
on tiio vein and about KOO feet a))art. 
The surface crojipings indicate that the 
vein is from 5 to 12 feet wide, hut in the 
workings no wails have been encoun- 
tered. The shaft shows about 4 feet of 
free milling quartz which assays all the 
way from $3 to $150 per ton. A general 
average would run somowbere between 
$10 and $40, 1 think. The tunnel shows 
2'.j feet of clean ([uartz in the face which 
runs about the same as the ore taken 
out of Lhe shaft." 

D. B. Bogle, who has returned from a 
trip to Murphy creek, says: " There is 
more development work going on to the 
north of Rosshuul than uiij.it people 
imagine. The Paymaster grouj) ia 
located on the second hill back from the 
Columbia river, round the base of which 
Hows the north fork of iMurpliy creek. 
Most of the develojiment work done on 
this group haa been done on the Stand- 
ard and Sol^ty claims. The ledge is an 
immense pr^osition. Ore and indica- 
tions of ore are everywhere and the 
chances of striking a pay chute are, to 
judge from the croppings, oxceeilingly 
good. There is no doulit that on Murjihy 
creek the formation is till right, the 
cro|)pings are all right and where work 
enough has been done to show it up the 
mineral fotmd is all right."

Hon. E. G. Prior by Requcat Ad- 
dresses tlic Council lit a Jlecting 
Yestorday Forenoon. 



Ho Tells What Has Been Done in 
Begard to Various Import- 
ant Matters. 



A more than usually important meet- 
ing of the Council of the Board of Trade 
was held yesterday forenoon, at whicli 
by recineat Hon. E. G. I'rior, Contioller 
of InUiiul Ivevenue, was jjrufiu'iit uiul 
epoku oil the various matters which 
diuint; the last session of parliament he 
and Mr. Karle as representatives of the 
city had brought before the attention of 
the Dominion government. 

Mr. n. li. Ker, presidentof the board, 
in culling iipiju lion. Mr. Prior, stated 
that it had been customary for the repre- 
sentatives of the city in the Dominion 
parliament to have a talk vvith the board 
al'tcM- ihi,' closf (if the HessionB. 

Hon. I'',. Li. I'rior in his openinf^ re- 
niiul;s said he was phu'cd in a soniewliat 
<leli(Mte pcjnition in havijij^ to udilre^a a 
body wnich ileliarrril Llie (ii:-:lMl^sion of 
Ijolilica, for in toncliiii^; upon tlie vari- 
oiiH nialtors wliicli lunl come Ijcfore him 
atjOitawa it. wan inij)0Ksiblu for hiiu lo 
si)ea'i upon them witlioul inlroilucing 
more or lean polilics. Tlie jiresident, 
however, liavuig placed hefoie liim sev- 
eral letters of liis corrcspomlencu wil'i 
the board he woukl deal witli ilieui. 

Keferrinp in the lirst place lo ilio re- 
quest that more salmon hatcheries be es- 
tablished in the province, he would say 
that, in addition to the Fraaer river 
hatuhery, the Dominion government 
had deuided that another hatchery was 
to be built on the Fraser and one on the 
Skeena river this year, as sufficient 
nio.icv -vas on luuul to build them at 
once, and next year a further addition 
would be made" by placing halchories; 
elsewhere, (^specially on the NaaH river. 

Turning next to tiie Songliees Jmlian 
reserve, wliich Victoria is anxious lo see 
removed, Hon. Mr. I'r'nn- informed them 
that an order-in-council had been passed 
ajipointing a ioint commission, repre- 
senting tlie Dominion and Province, to 
take the matter up. Hon. Mr. O'Ueilly 
had been appointed by the Doniiiuon 
government, but the Province had not 
yet named their commisaioner. It was 
intended to go into the whole nmtter 
thoroughly and to bring about a settle- 
ment with the Indians by providing well 
for them and placing them elsewhere. 

With respect to the Oarmanah tele- 
grapli line Hon. Mr. Prior pointed out 
that the sum of .•f5, 000 had been plaijetl 
in the supplemenlary estimates to Imild 
a new lino by way of the Alijerni canal. 

Dealing with the correspoinlence in 
reference to better postal commiuiioa- 
tion with the North anil the Viikon, 
Hon. Mr. Prior contirmed his tele.'ram 
to the efiect that a contract with Capt. 
Wra. Moore had been made for the dis- 
patch of three mails into the Yukon tliis 
soason. As regards the building of a 
road for comniunication with tlu! Yukon, 
it would i)e folly to s])end money on 
trails until surveys had been made, for 
which a sum of $10,000 had been placed 
on the estimates this year. Two parties 
would be sent out by the Dominion this 
vear to make surveys, and when the 
most feasible route was decided upon a 
good wagon road or a nar- 
row gaune railway would uti- 
doiibtedlv be built. There had 
been ^-'-^SOO pluciMlin the sappleinentary 
estimates lor the Northern Coast steam- 
Bhip service. Tliis was a little nion; 
than was asked for Ijy tlii! present 
carriers, l>iit since his return from 
Ottawa he liad been told that severai 
persons, notably Captain .John Irving, 
had stated that this was an absurd 
amount, and that the government should 
have given $10,000. He did not dee how 
the government could be expected to 
give a larger subsidy than had been 
asked for, and he did not think any 
business man would expect them to do 
so. To give better facilities for the 
Northern trade, Port Simpson had been- 
niade a port of entry. 

Kegarilinc the request S(!nt to him by 
the board of trade askiuL' the Dominion 
government to give substantial aid to 
the Western Canada Immigration Asso- 
ciation, he had umeil tlu; matter upon 
Sir Mackenzie ISowell in April, and had 
received the following reply and could 
confirm Sir Mackenzie's statement: 

Ottawa. April 120, 1800. 
i/on. K G. Prior, Controller of Inland 
Itevenue: 

Mv Di-.AR Puion: — I have to acknowledge 
voui s (if the 17th enclosing a resolution 
passed liy the Coinieil of the B.'C. lioanl ol 
T.-aiii; pniying that the Western Camuiu 
Immigration A.^.-ot laliou be recognized in 
some siO)stantial way. I will call the at- 
tention of I Ik; Mini.-<ter of the Interior to 
this matter in onicr to a.-certaiu what can 
be done, hut I am very nuicli afraid that tic 
will have no hnids at liin di3i)0sal. As y(ju 
are av.'ari', t he npiiosition are blocking all 
h'gi.slatiiHi and i>rcveiil iiig the government 
I'roni obtaining .Mupulies for the carrying on 
of the public aervice.

In passing, Hon. Mr. Prior said he 
was soinowbat surprised that Mr. Deane, 
who claimed to be represiniting the 15. C. 
Board of Trade at the iinniigration c(ui- 
ference, should have at the same time 
talked poUtics and condemned the pre- 
sent representatives of the city at Ot- 
tawa. He should, holding the position 
lie did, have mentioned politics neither 
on one side nor the other. 

Turnini^ to other subjects, Hon'. Mr. 
Prior saitl he had reciiived an urgent re- 
quest to ask tlio government to take 
Steps towards iniprovin;.': the navigation 
in Woodward's slouL'h on the lower 
Eraser, which was silting up badly. A 
letter sent with the iietitioii stated that 
the estimated cost of the improvenn^nt 
would bo .'fl.oUO, and he had succeeded 
in getting the Ciovernor-Cieneral's war- 
rant for ?2,500 to do the work. Now it 
appears that the estinuUe obtained by 
the oanDers was, iu Mr. Gamble's opin- 
ion, not suflflcient, but no doubt further 
funds would be forthcoming. 

Passing on to the provisions made by 
the government for aids to navigation, 
he said that, on the representations ol 
Capt. liiidlin jiart ic larly , he and the 
other iniunbers for British Oohiinbia had 
arranged for the establishment of a fog 
alarm at the entrance to Victmia har- 
bor. There were also to be a beacon 
with electric light on Piddle reef, a light 
house at the entrance to the Narrows 



close to Vancouver. » l^'ibthouse on the 
Sisters islands, a bel! ;.i I'ortlock poim, 
and a i)ile light at (.^nemninus. In rel- 
erenec to licotcbie !e t!ie delay in re- 
moving the Sii ii i'edr'' .vreek wasdnelo it 
being f ■and iliat then; was no jirovision 
in the law to deal with it, as it was out- 
side a harbor and was not a menace to 
navigation any more than the rock w ith- 
out the wreck on if. Consequently leg- 
islation had to bo passed to rectify the 
law iu this respect. Now the owners 
had promised to begin the work of re- 
moving the wreck at once, and they are 
now at work. 

The iuiiiorlaace of increasing the mail 
service in K(}otenay had been bry.jjrhtto 
the attention of tlie government l)y Mr. 
INlara, the member for the district, ami 
the necessary jirovision had been made. 

Tiie wonderful mineral development of 
the province had attracted great atten- 
tion to Hritish Columbia, and in the 
luiht he (omul the province more talked 
of than ever before, and looked uiion as 
a coiuitry of great promise witli its 
wealth of" natural resources. The feel- 
ing was that the C. P. P. should get 
through the Crow's Neat Pass and open 
up the coal deposits, which would I'e so 
great an aid to the smelting indnstrv. 

Here some of the members brought up 
a discussion as to the advisability of put- 
ting an exiiort duly on ore, so as to en- 
sure its being smelted in the province 
instead of going to outside smelters. 
The president said incidentally that he 
had heard of no less than seven new | 
smelters being talke(i of for the Trail j 
and Kossland district.fl alone. 

Hon. Mr. I'rhn- went on to slate that, 
provision had been inadc in the e.-^li- 
inates for improvenienth to tin; (|iiaran- 
tine statir>n, but of course as I he govern- 
ment had not be(>n able to bring the 
estimates down he could not as a mem- 
ber of the cabinet divulge the amounts 
that had been provided in them. He 
could say, however, that he was sure 
that tliey would uive .entire^ satisfaction 
to the province; and provision had been 
made for the British Pacific and the ex- 
tension of the E. & N. railway that 
would bo satisfactory to all concerned. 
The estimates, however, could not be 
brougiil down lor the reas(jn that the 
opjiositioii had given notice that they 
would not allow the sujiplies to pass, 
and, under sucti cirinuusiances, if the 
g'(jveriiment had brought down the esti- 
nniteti the opjjosition would have de- 
clared it was only done for political ef- 
fect in view of the pending elections. 

The reason why the powder maga- 
zine is not removed from Beacon Hill is 
because the new magazine which the 
Dominion government had built at 
Macaulay point is now owned by the 
Imperial auUiorities, having been 
turned over to them witli the other 
buildings. Some additions require to bo 
made to it before it is lit to be 
used, and the Imperial authorities 
refuse to do this. The ditliiailty 
with the Dominion governmuiit is that 
it cannot s|)end nioi,iey on Imperial 
buildings. However, he was in liojies 
that the matter would soon — very soon 
— be settled satisfactoiily aiul the i)ow- 
der removed. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Hon. 
Mr. Prior at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress. 

General regret was expressed that Mr. 
Deane had used his position as represen- 
tative of the board at the immigration 
conference as that of apolitical partizan. 

A misunderstanding as to Mr. Milne, 
collector of customs, arising out of a mis- 
interpretation of the board's letter to 
Ottawa, has been vCry satisfactorily ex- 
plained, and the following letter was 
read from Ottawa :

NOT TO BE EUCHRED. 

The Times is chuckling over the fact 
that ConBervatives in tlie East differ on 
riie subject of remedial legislation. To 
jtiflgefrom present appearances theGrits 
will (jiiin very little from this dillerence 
of opinion among Eastern Conservatives. 
These men are all of them ConHervatives 
first. They do not intend to allow the 
Grits to euchre them by making the 
school question paramount. They con- 
sider that they would be false to their 
principles and would do what would 
be moat injurious to the welfare 
of Canada if they permitted their 
political oi)ponents to blind them to the 
necessity of upliolding the Xutional 
Policy. They do not propose, ljucau 
they cannot agree with some ineinbera 
of their party as to the policy to be pur 
ened towards Manitoba, to abandon the 
iridustriea of the Dominion to the tender 
mercies of Grit free traders. Our 
n inleis will be al)le clearly to iinder- 
fctand the position which tlie anti- 
remedial Conservatives take when they 
read the following report of two short 
speeches made by staunch Conservatives 
who were members of the convention 
which chose Jlr. G. R. R. Cockburn, late 
M. P., the nominee of the Conservative 
parly for the representation of Centre 
Toronto in the Dominion House of 
Couiiiions : 

Mr. \V. K. McNiiuglit paid tliat while 
he did not see eyo to eye with Mr. Cock- 
burn on the Eomediul bill, that gentle- 
man's course in Parliament had been 
such that he should heartily support 
him.

This is how Toronto Conaorvatives 
look upon the principal <iuestion8 at is- 
sue in the present election contest. 
They agree to differ on the school ques- 
tion ; but they unite on what has hither- 
to been and still ie the principal plank of 
the Conservative platform— -Protection to 
native industries — and as a conse- 
quence Toronto will be represented 
in the next House of Commons by four 
uncompromising Conservatives.

"IDENTICAL." 

The Winnipeg Free Press quotes the 
following extract from La Patrie's report 
of the speech delivered by Mr. Laurier 
in Quebec, on the 9th inst., to show that 
there is really no difference between the 
policy of the Liberals and tlie Conserva- 
tives on the Manitoba school question: 

" K the people of Canada carry me to 
power, aa 1 fuel convinced they will, I 
will settle this quoation to the satisfac- 
tion of all the parties interested. I will 
have with me in my Government Sir 
Oliver Mowat, who has always been in 
Ontario, at the peril of hie personal pop- 
ularity, tlie champion of the Catholic 
minority and of separate schools. I will 
put him at the head of ii conunission 
where all the interests at stake will he 
represented, and 1 assure you that 1 will 
succeed in satisfying those who sufler at 
present. Is not the venerated name of 
Mr. Mowat alone a guarantee of the suc- 
cess of this scheme? And then, in the 
end, if conciliation would fail, I would 
have to exercise the constitutional re- 
course which the law furnishes, a re- 
course wliich I will exercise completely 
and in its entirety." 

This shows that there is really no dif- 
ference on the Manitoba school question 
between the policy of the Hon. Wilfred 
Laurier and that of Sir Charles Tupper. 
They both would have the question set- 
tled amicably by the I\Iaiiitobana tliein- 
selves. They would both try concilia- 
tory means to effect that purpose. And 
they would both, if conciliatory means 
should fail, "have to exercise the con- 
stitutional recourse which the law fur- 
nishes." A recourse which Mr. [..aurier 
declares he " will exercise completely 
and in its entirety." 

Commenting upon Mr. Laurier's de- 
claration quoted above the Free Press, 
which is not certtfinly a Conservative 
paper, after asserting " that the policy 
of tlie two parties as to ultimate coercion 
is identical," goes on to say: 

We have then quite sufficient infor- 
mation that in dealing with the Mani- 
toba school question the policy of the 
Conservative party in purliament, as 
comijared with the policy of the Liberal 
party, will have precisely the same effect 
upon the educational sys;eui of this 
province. The canditlatea on both sides 
may as well face this fact. Attempts 
may be made to keep it out of siglit, 
wliicli may succeed for a while, but jnib- 
lic intelligence is greater than some 
politicians think, and the real truth 
■""bo seen. Tlie crux of the matter 
18 in the discussion as to the terms 
of settlement. It is at this stage 
that the real battle should be, and 
will be fought. All Manitoba's repre- 
sentatives, without respect to party, 
should be committed to employing every 
effort to have this stage provided for im- 
mediately after election; and preventing 
its ever getting beyond it. This is a 
Manitoba and not a party issue. 

The Daily Nor'-Wester, which sup- 
ports Sir Charles Tapper's Government 
ably and courageously, comes tosubatan 
tially the same conclusions as the Pree 
Press. In an article on "The Issues of 
the Day," it says : 

It is unfortunate that the INIanitoba 
school question has been dragged into 
the i)olitical arena, and that it will to 
greater or less extent, become an issne 
No one wlio riglitly understands this 
question will consider ita real issue, and 
this is especially true in Manitoba and 
the Northwest Territories. 

The Manitoba school question has 
been a political football for many years. 
It originated in the desire of certain par- 
ties to have a football and it has been 
dragged to the front on every possible 
occasion since to servo a purpose. What- 
ever may bo said about it, the real facts 
of the case are, that there is very little 
difl'erence between the position of the 
parties upon the (lueation, except that 
tliere i.s a definite knowledge as to the 
intentions of the Conservative ;)arty, 
but avery indefinite knowledge, indeed, 
aa to where tlie Liberal party stands, 
one branch of it being in favor 
of more drastic measures in what 
is called tlie coercion of iNIanitoba, 
than liave yet been suggested, while 
the otlier branch of it is entirely 
opposed to remedial legislation of any 
kind ur character. A fair statement, 
perhajis, as to the general status of both 
parties is, that both agree that Mani- 
toba, itself, should settle the question; 
both agree that in the event of Manitoba 
not settling the question, it is a duty de- 
volving on the federal government under 
the decision of the imperial privy couir- 
cil, to take the matter up; ooth agree 
that the proper way for the federal gov- 
ernment to do this ia by conciliatory 
methods, antl both agree that in the 
event of failure to reach any satialactory 
result in thia way, a reiiiedia! bill should 
be passed by the federal government that 
would grant such a measure of relief aa 
the circumstances of the case justify. Of 
course there are extremists on both 
sides of the question as to the extent of 
the relief that should be granted — there 
are Conservatives and Liberals who hold 
every shade of opinion, from the rankest 
anti-riMiiedial, to the most extreme pro- 
Calliolii; views, but it is fair, i)erhai)S, 
to HHHuine that the leaders of Lhc two 
parties — Sir Charles Tiijiper, ami iMr, 
Laurier — fairly represent the conKenaus 
of opinion in tlicir respective parties, 
and, lirielly stated, thiH is, on the part of 
hiir Charles, such remedial Icjiislation 
only us is dictated by iv .sense of justice 
to the minority, anil a proper respect to 
the highest legal tribunal in the empire; 
and on the uartof Mr. Laurier, a reme- 
dial bill which will give to the Roman 
Catholic minority In Manitoba exactly 
the same privileges as to separate schools 
aa are enjoyed by the Catholics of On- 
tario in the separate school system tliat 
prevails in that |irovince, and as are 
likewise enjoyed by the Protestant min- 
ority in (inebec, with every other possi- 
ble concession that can be obtained to 
satisfy bis extreme pro-Catholic views. 

It is really, therefore, not a question 
of remedial legi.slation at all between the 
parties, but more a question of the lOX- 
TENT OF TIIE REMI;DY that should

The Oregoniaii sees the difKculty that 
lies in the way of accepting as correct 
the American claim as to what is the 
southern part of the boundary between 
Alaska and British territory. It, for 
some reason that we are at a loss to un- 
derstand, designates Prince of Wales 
Island "Prince Edw;ird's Island." It 
states correctly tliat the line com- 
mences at the Bouthern point of that 
island, and according to the treaty 
of lS25run8 northwards through Portland 
Channel. Ourconteniporary says : "Run- 
ning directly north from the southern part 
of rrincu Edward's Island is Belim 
Channel, ami this could bo followed di- 
rectly northward in a direct way, so as 
to form the line designated in the treaty. 
Portland Channel lies many miles furth- 
er east, hence it would be impossible to 
draw a line through its centre from the 
outh part of I'rince ICdward's Island. 
Ttio line would have to go far to theeast 
from the starting point and thence north- 
ward. Of course these topographical diller- 
ences cannot be overcome, and a settle- 
ment must be reached as equitably as 
possible in accordance with existingcou- 
ditions." 

The conditions that now exist are the 
conditions that alway^ existed. The 
scuthern point of Prince of Wales Is- 
land is exactly where it is described to 
be In the treaty of 1825. North or 
northward from that point cannot be in- 
terpreted east or eastward. There 
are no conditions that would warrant 
sucli a changi* as tliat. Tiie simple and 
the honest way of correcting the mistake 
that has been made is to run the line as 
the treaty directs without reference to the 
name of the body of water through which 
it must run. If this is done the "Dnited 
States will get every inch of territory it 
purchased from Russia, and Great Bri- 
tain will get what it honestly owns. 
There is no disj)ute as yet about the 
matter, because this part of the boundary 
lino lias not yet been run ; but when it 
is run, if the directions of the treaty are 
followed, the line will not go near what 
is now called Portland Canal.

Just eighteen minutes 
after the plunge and tlie exciting cry of 
"man overboard," the demented Cele 
tial was safe on deck again, the rescue 
crew having been prompt indeed in their 
efiective work. Of course the big steamer 
was stopped and engines reversed at the 
first alarm, but the Chinaman was not 
located immediately upon the lowerin 
of the boat. He was soon after found, 
however, floating on his back, and 
brought to the ship where tlie passen- 
gers expressed tiieir genuine apprecia- 
tion of the work of the rescue crew l)y 
presenting them with a purse of !};ll.'5. 
Ou the following Monday $250 was re- 
alized for marine charities by the saleoi 
sketches, the work of Canon Houverie ;

MINES OU THE MAIiNLANU. 

Interesting Account of a Month's Trip in 
the Kootenay and Sloean CountrY— 
Rossland and Trail. 

.1. B. Gordon returned yesterdav from 
.a month's triij through tlie Kootenay, 
Sloean and Okanagan districts. He 
■states: " The season is about a month 
backward in \N'est I'Coolenay, the snow 
having as yet scarcely commenced to 
move. In the Sloean there is a very 
■large anuuint of snow on tfie mountains, 
.and old residents predict unusually liigh 
wate'' in the rivers, if not a repetition of 
the floods of 1H04. The new towns in 
•tlie Slocnn district are growing ra)'idly, 
.and the im-rensc in population in Ko.sa- 
land and Trail during the past, i-ix 
oiiontlis is .very marked. In the former

Captain Klopf Seriously Injnred- 
Umiilre March Gives " Yel- 
low" Decisions. 



The baseball season opened here yes- 
terday with the usual ceremonies. 
Shortly after I! o'clock the parade 
started from the Victoria hotel to the 
enlivening strains of the Fifth Reciineut 
banil. The I'orllaiul team c:'.me lir.st in 
uniform of black and white, the mem- 
bers of the home club bringing' up the 
rear. The line of march was thronged 
with people, who were more than favor- 
iiljly impressed with the stalwart, ath- 
letic appearance of the ball players, 
(hiite a crowd joineil the procession, and 
the iiunihers kept increasing by the ad- 
dition of Ktragglofs along tlie entire 
route. 

iMiiyor Ueaven, Jlrs. licavcn and Miss 
Beaven arrived at the grounds shortly 
before four, and were I'eceived by Mr Hed- 
iey Oliapinun, president of the Victoria 
Lejigue Clnb. After the usual prelimin- 
ary practice, iMnyor Beaven was 
escorted by President Chapman 
to the home plate, where the 
two teams had lined up. Hie Worship 
after being introduced to the players by 
the president formally welcomed the 
I'orthuui players to the city. His Wor- 
sliip i:raceful!y alluded to tlie import- 
ance to 1)0 attached to atliletics, and the 
desirability of the youth engaging in 
healtliy ijastimes. He then liiiniorously 
wished tlie visitors every success short 
of victory, ami concluded by confessing 
hi.s age, but expressing the belief that 
lie was able to throw a ball to the first 
batsman. Umpire Frank March handed 
a Spaldine to the Mayor, and His Wor- 
ship demonstrated that he was up- 
in the game by taking the character- 
istic position of a pitcher, and tossing 
the sphere to Captain Klopf, who was 
so puzzled by tlio Mayor's delivery that 
the liest Victoria's Ca[)tain couki do was 
to knock uj) a pop (ly, Unipirt' Frank 
.March then announced tiie respective 
batteries, anil at 4 :0-l Pitcher Burchers 
shot the first bail across the plate. 
Umpire March would make a 
splendid mariner, as his stentorian 
tones could be heard in a gale without 
the aid of a trumpet. Would that the 
accuracy of ihis decisions were in keep- 
ing wit a his TOcal powers. 

Thceame slarted off auspiciously for 
Victoria. It is true that Portland got in 
two riuis hi the Hrst on a baee on balls 
to McGiickin, the latter being retired at 
■■■.(■cond on McGuiro'e grounder, and Mc- 
Guire coming in after stealing second on 
Frisbie's hit, Frisbie being in turn 
driven hoiiKi on Babb's hit, after Pace 
had been put out at lirat on a grand stop 
ol a liner by Whalen. The visitors' 
efforts for tiie next five innings only re- 
sulted in a series of cijjhers. In 
the third Downs brought down the 
grand stand by a difhcult running catch 
from McGuckin'a bat. No one ever 
imagined that be would secure it, and 
when the spectators actually realized 
that Victoria's centre lielder had the 
ball in his mitts the applause was deaf- 
ening. In the seventh Oatea in left 
made another catch of .the ))lienonienal. 
Pace hit the ball on the seam for what 
looked like a drive tor three bags, 
(iales turned and sprinted, and 
after a long ciiase Kuceee'ded in 
gathering in the sphere. His 
performance, too, was given a lieitrly 
round of shouts from every ([uarter of the 
field. Wbaleii's play at lirst was also 
much admired ; his height gives him a 
great advantage, and he created mnch 
amusement by the wa^ in which lie 
reached for apparently wild throws, suc- 
ceeding in retiring batsmen when it 
looked a certainty that they would reach 
the initial bag. 

Victoria scored a run in each of the 
lirst two innings. Patton got lirst on 
halls, stole a base, went to third on 
Pe(|nigney's out and camt! in on Klojji's 
sacrifice. Wtialiiii Uunled on the trade 
mark for a sph^ndid Hiiigle, but Gates 
wr.H fielded at lirst, and the opening 
innings of the hunie team ended with 
One run. In Ihe seeonil I liirhy rapiied 
out a bt auty f(jr two bases, bringing in 
Babbit, who had trotted to lirKton halls. 
The score stood two all until the liftb, 
when the Victoria boys added three, on 
Borcher's bad throw to first of a short 
hit from Darby, a base on balls to 
PiMjuigney, a two-bagger by IClopi and a 
single by Whalen. ISverything looked 
rosy for Victoria, and the spec- 
tators were figuring on the num- 
ber of ruHH by which Victoria 
would win. This serenity was rudely

The crowd had 
parted with its confident air, which was 
eclipsed by a feeling of anxious doubt. 
Fears for tbo chances of the home team 
increased when Baltz knocked a two- 
baser. Biibhit then made an error of 
a grounder from McGuckin. Portland 
had men on first and second. McGuire 
liit to Klofl", w.lio made a pretty stop. 
All he had to do was to touch his bag 
and throw to second, and the side would 
have been retired; instead of follow- 
ing this programme, Klopf threw 
wildly to secona and two more runs for 
Portland completed the agony for the 
local fans, and desiiair settled on the 
faces of all. Wlien all the circumstances 
attendant upon Klopl's iilay aro.kiiowu, 
Ivlouf's only error will tie easily over- 
looked.

After a short interval Klopf 
was apparently revived, although he 
reeled rather than walked toward.s the 
players' bench. lh\ Ilelnitkeii kind- 
ly went out to Klopf, and, after 
a short exatniiuition seriously ad- 
vised him to refrain from playing 
further.

The .acci- 
dent to Captain Klopf accounts for bia 
otherwise inexcusable error, as Dr.

CROW'S NEST PASS ROAD. 

Sir Charles Tupper Will Push On the Con. 
struction of This Important 
Enlerpi ise. 

The Letlibridge News, one of the best 
conducted and most moderate news 
papers of the Northwest, containa the 
following spirited article on a subject 
m which British Columbia is more 
deeply interested than- Lethbridgo or 
any other i)lace in the Northwest Ter 
ritories : 

Two months ago there was no reason 
for supposing that the extension of the 
railway from Lethbridge west would be 
a factor in the coming election. But 
soon after the arrival of ,Sir Charles 
Tujifier the matter was laid before him 
and the veteran statesman was proinp 
in recognizing the impoi'tance of the 
road to British Columbia and the Ter 
ritories. He introduced a resolution for 
granting aid for the construction of this 
railway — not by way of a subsidy, but 
by way of a loan — but owing to the time 
lust through the obstructive tactics of 
the ojiposition this resolution had to be 
dropped. But it was only dropjied for 
the time being, as is evidenced by the 
declaration made on this subject by Sir 
Cburles Tupper in hia sjieech at Winni 
peg. Speaking about the canalizing of 
St. Andrew's rapids and the navigation 
of Ked river, he said, ".My declaration
